Wandered From Nephew’s - Farm

Days Later 

Why’J^ on a visit with relatives a 
short distance northeast of Kitscoty; 
James Donaldson, age 80, wandered 
from his nephew's farm on Friday 
last, and was found in a dying con¬ 
dition on Monday afternoon ion the 
farm of a neighbour a few miles dis¬ 
tant. The aged man, who had come 
to the Kitscoty district about three 
weeks ago from Forest, Ontario, died 
about eight o’clock the same evening 
while being. removed to the hospital 
at Lloydminster. News of the sad 
affair was only received at :“A” Div- 
police this morning in the form of 
ision headquarters of the provincial 
a report from Constable Keith. 

The old man is described as being 
particularly strong and healthy for 
a man of his age, and his friends and 
relatives are unable to account for 
his actions in remaining in the open 
for the better part of three days ap- 
paarently without food or shelter. 

The deceased left the farm of his 
nephew, James Donaldson, on Friday 
morning ostensibly with the intention 
of visiting a neighbor, James Jeffries, 
of Staplehurst, about three miles 
away. It was expected that he would 
return home / on Sunday. When he 
failed to do so the alarm was raised, 
and a search party immediately or¬ 
ganized. This party obtained the in¬ 
formation that he had called at the 
farm of Elmer Miller on Saturday 
morning, and stated that he was on 
his way to the home of another neigh¬ 
bor about a mile distant. About 3.30 
the man was found in a very weaken¬ 
ed condition. Dr. A. B. Cooke was 
called, and ordered his removal to the 
Lloydminster hospital.

The question to be voted upon is 
whether we wish to continue the ship¬ 
ment of Alcoholic Liquor for bever¬ 
age purposes into the provinces which 
have voted to outlaw its sale within 
their borders, thus giving to the pro¬ 
vinces a larger measure of autonomy 
in controlling the traffic than they 
have had heretofore. 

But the real issue goes much deep¬ 
er than that. We may as well recog¬ 
nize what the trade know full well, 
that we are in a fight to the finish 
and every victory won means a trench 
gained and one more stronghold of 
the enemy taken. This vote will also 
say to our own Government and to the 
world at large whether we wish to 
place further restrictions on the traf¬ 
fic, or whether we wish to re-instate 
it in the province. 

This is the first time the women of 
the province have had a chance to 
vote upon a distinctly moral issue. 
How will we face the responsibility? 
No great victory is accomplished in 
these days without organization and 
we urge our women members to take 
note of this. In every place, see that 
there are women members of the gen¬ 
eral organization in your town or 
community, but if greater effort than 
this is needed to insure getting out 
the women's vote, then let the women 
band together for this purpose, util¬ 
izing any existing organizations as 
units through which you work but co¬ 
operating under a common leadership. 
Appoint your captains and your sub¬ 
captains and district your whole ter¬ 
ritory. Give to each sub-captain the 
responsibility of—say from four to six 
families and expect .her to see that 
the women in these families receive 
plenty of literature, that they register 
and have their names in the voter’s 
list and that they get out to vote. 

For further particulars re organiz¬ 
ation apply to the head office of your 
own society. This is work worth 
any effort you may put into it.

Straw Barns For Cattle On Experi 
mental Farm: How Construct- 


Obtained 


• In the Canadian West the live stock j 
producer is working under the maxi- j 
mum number of favorable conditions, ; 
says Prof. .Dowell in the “Agricultural 
Alberta.” Bn the first place he has 
access to an abundance of cheap fer¬ 
tile land which will prove to be even 
more advantageous during the coming 
periods of financial re-adjustment, j 

In the competition for foreign trade 
the man who is producing meat and 
milk on this cheap land will have 
every advantage 'over those operat¬ 
ing the high priced farms on the corn 
belt. The corn belt area has long 
been the centre of agricultural pros¬ 
perity of the United States, but for 
the reason just mentioned, this centre 
will shift in the very near future to 
those areas where cheaper land is 
available. 

“Those not acquainted with the cli¬ 
mate of the prairie provinces” Prof. 
Dowell goes on further to say, "will 
maintain that our winters are too pro¬ 
longed. N That our winters are fre¬ 
quently long and more severe than at 
eastern and southern points we will 
agree, but with it comes a more even 
temperature which makes it possible 
to use cheap winter shelter that would 
be useless in a milder climate. On 
the University farm at Edmonton 
i common straw sheds have been used 
for both cattle and hogs with the best 
of results. Last fall a straw shed 
was built for cattle as follows: The 
inside dimensions were, 48 feet long, 
24 feet wide, and 7 feet high, which 
gave sufficient space for 24 cows— 
twelve facing out on either side, with 
a driveway down the centre. Ordin¬ 
ary poplar pole's 1 -were first set up to 
enclose this hrea and a second wall 
built around this leaving a two foot 
space for the walls. Straw was then 
tramped into these two foot walls and 
the roof covered to a depth of one and 
a half feet. The building- faced east 
and west so that the driveway were 
on the north and south On e^ch sde 
of the door to the south a space was 
’cut and large glass windows set in. A 
sirhiliar opening was cut 1 to the south 
of the centre of the 'east wall and 
another near the north of the west 
wall. Instead of glass windows,

The grain trade may not be 
right more than anybody else, but 
that is the' way it sizes up the grain 
situation at present and since one 
man’s guess is as likely to be right as 
another's we offer the grain trades’ 
stock opinion for this season. 

The United States Department of 
Agriculture has completed a study of 
the cost of growing wheat in the Unit¬ 
ed States in 1919. On jus t two farm^ 
OUT ‘Of a tofaT of 481 stu^md the cost of 
producting a bushel of wheat was as 
low as $1 per bushel. On 20 farms 
it w as *5 or over. On the bulk of 
the farms the cost was somewhat less, 
than midway between these two fig¬ 
ures. The average cost per bushel 
for all farms was $2.15. On the ba¬ 
sis of these figures farmers in the 
western states would have had to sell 
at $3 per bushel to make a profit of 
10 per cent on their product. They 
did not get that much, neither did the 
Canadian farmers. The conclusion 
drawn from these figures is that the 
majority of farmers are not making 
more than wages growing wheat. 


What Of Wheat Prices 


A city paper the other day carried a 
front page announcement that we 
would have 260,000,000 bushels of 
wheat this year in these provinces 
which, at present prices, and after 
deducting a generous 50,000,000 bush¬ 
els for seed and what would be used 
on the farms, leaves a quantity to be 
marketed that will amount to some¬ 
thing like $550,000,000, judged by the

Among business men these days one 
hears a. lot of conversation anent what 
the farmers are going to do with the 
"money they will get for this "bumper” 
crop that is being harvested. Busi¬ 
ness men are forever letting their 
minds run in these directions. If 
farmers have a good crop or even the 
prospect of one, ways and means are 
worked out for inducing him to ex¬ 
change what he gets for it for some¬ 
thing thak somebody is trying to sell. 


a general air of uncertainty. Just now 
the market is an hard one to figure 
out, but since one man's guess is' al¬ 
ways as good as another, it seerhs, 
from what we can gather, that so- 
calfed “expert” opinion, that is, the 
opinion of the brokers and grain men 
is that prices are due to go lower. 

Nearly _ every year, of course, one 
hears the same thing, or very nearly 
so. Grain men talk lower prices 
every fall, partly because it is good 
business to do so and partly because 
experience has taught them that the 
prices generally weaken iwhen the 
heavy deliveries are made after har¬ 
vest. However, there is a general 
idea this year that grain prices are 
too high and speculators who claim to 
have cut the teeth of .wisdom and to 
know considerable about the grain 
market are taking the bear side 
and look for a general weakening ten- 


remembering part will not be hard, 
why not build up a reserve out of the 
present crop, if you have a. good one, 
and lay it down as a policy in future 
that no matter what kind lof a year 
we have you will always have enough 
seed, at least, to plant your acres the 
following year. If necessity compels 
that the crop be marketed as soon as 
it is threshed and nearly all the re¬ 
turn has to go to liquidate debts in¬ 
curred during the poor years, to pay 
the hired man and provide fuel and 
food, make sure at least, that is, if you 
possibly can, that enough good seed is 
kept back to plant what will he crop¬ 
ped next spring and the spring fol¬ 
lowing. 

Experiehce is said to be a good teach¬ 
er. but a pretty stern one. Well, if 
experience has taught anything since 
1918 it has been that the only safe 
policy to follow in many sections of 
this country, is to figure on a poor 
crop every year and not a bumper one 
and no matter how prosperous con¬ 
ditions are ior are pictured by the 
newspapers, to make sure of the main 
thing first. The main things in this 
country are food, fuel and seed. 

As remarked, this is just an old- 
fashioned suggeston. One almost 
hates to offer it with so many optim¬ 
ists about shouting that the country 
is saved because newspaper headlines 
hail the crop as a bumper one and men 
with things for sale are planning sell¬ 
ing campaigns to get their share of the 
half-biilion dollars that will soon he 
city-wards 
sense dictates that the course suggest¬ 
ed is the wise one to take to ensure 
permanence to the main business of 
this country, which after all, is not 
selling things we can get along with- 
iut, but growing things we need.

A great factor in agricultural im¬ 
provement is the rotation of crops. 
Certain classes of crops have been 
provided by the Creator for the pur¬ 
pose of helping other classes of crops. 
These classes include first, the great 
staple small grain crops, wheat, oats 
barley, emmer, flax and proso, or grain 
millet: second, the crops that require 
inter-tillage. corn sorghum, beans, 
and potatoes; third, legume crops and 
grasses, alfalfa, sweet clover, field 
peas, red clover, white, clover, al'sike 
clover, brome grass and timothy. 

The grain crops by means of their 
fine root systems, work through the 
upper soil layers, leaving a fine net¬ 
work of roots and drawing a maxi¬ 
mum amount of soil moisture, but do 
not permit the control of weeds. The 
cultivated crops give opportunity to 
eradicate weeds and to conserve mois¬ 
ture in the soil and subsoil by so do¬ 
ing.

cultivation destroys humus rapidly. 

Some of the legume crops such as 
ajfalfa and sweet clover are possessed 
of strong, deep root systems that pen¬ 
etrate the subsol to considerable 
depths, thus drawing plante food 
from the lower soil layers. All of the 
legume crops co-operate with certain 
soil bacteria in fixing air nitrogen and 
making it available fts plant food. The 
grasses, by means of their fine and in¬ 
tricate root systems, fill the soil with 
humus. Thus the three classes 
among the crops are ready and wiling 
fo work together for the betterment 
of crop yields and the permanent up¬ 
building of the soil, if we but give 
them a chance. All good rotations of 
crops provide for a certain fraction .of 
the farm acreage devoted to each of. 
these clesses. In support of the view, 
that this is fact, though founded upon 
theory, it may' be cited that several- 
agricultural experimtnt farms, have 
tried out upwards of th^ee score meth¬ 
ods of rotating crops andythat with¬ 
out exertion the best returns have 
come from rotations built upon the 
'three great principles: a grain crop, 
a legume crop, and a cultivated or 
inter-tilled crop. 

Crop rotation carries with it greater 
safety in crop production. It enable 
one to farm'clean. It spreads labor

Thirty-five Per Cent Increase In 
Freight Rates: Ten Per Cent 
On Passenger:: Rates:: 

Fifty On Pullman 
And Sleepers 

By virtue of a judgment issued from 
the offices of the board of railway 
commissioners, railway companies in 
Canada are granted an increase of 
forty per cent in eastern freight rates 
and thrity-five per cent in western 
freight^ rates, effective Monday, Sept. 
13th, and 'to continue until December 
31st. A^fter December 31 the in¬ 
crease in eastern Canada is reduced 
from forty per cent to thirty-five per 
cent, and in western Canada from 
thirty-five per>cent to thirty per cent. 
This increase is applicable to all the 
freight commodities with the excep¬ 
tion of those which are expressly sti¬ 
pulated in the judgement, and for 
which special provision is made. 

Simultaneously with the increase in 
freight rates passenger rates all over 
the country are advanced twenty' per 
cent, so long as they do not exceed 
four cents per mile. This increase is 
effective only' to December 31. After 
that a ten per cent inci’ea.se is author¬ 
ized, follow'in:

rates return to those in force at the 
present time. 

The judgment will authorize in¬ 
creases of fifty per cent in sleeping 
and parlor car rates, and an increase 
of twenty per cent in the rate on ex¬ 
cess baggage. 

A summary of the judgement' which 
has been handed down by the railway 
commission in the application of all 
Canadian railways for increased rates 
was given out by the chief commis¬ 
sioner who stated that during the 
hearing which opened August 10, and 
continued for nearly two weeks, a tre¬ 
mendous mass of documents' had beeri' 
submitted. The work of going 
through this evidence had beeft a very 
long one. 

The judgement will refuse to au-. 
thorize any increase in the rates on 
sand gravej and crushed stone and in¬ 
cidentals services such as switching, 
milling in transit, diversions, recon¬ 
signment, stop-overs, demurrage, 
weighing, etc., but provision is made 
for special application in any or all of 
these services. 

No increase is authorized in the' 
rates of milk or commutation fares, 
nor in the minimum class rate scale, 
or the minimum charge for shipment. 

Authorization is given for an in¬ 
crease in the freight rate on coal from 
ten to twenty cents pfer ton fiat rate 
according to distance. When the 
fright rate is under eight cents per 
ton an increase of«ten cents is allowed 
When it is over eigthy cents and un¬ 
der $1.50 the increase authorized is 
fifteen cents, and when the rate is 
over $1.50 the increase will be twenty 
cents per ton. The rate on cord, 

wood, slabs, mill refuse, etc., for fuel! 
.purposes is increased ten per cent..
